The explorer, who has earned the dis- 
tinction of having reached "the far- 
thest north," is downcast at the 
possibility that he may not be able 
to try again. 


Peary wants to start from New 


York the latter part of June. His ship 
is being prepared for the next attack 
on the northern ice fields. The greater 
part of the $40,000 already subscribed 
will be spent in repairing the boat, 
and $60,000 more will be needed for 
general expenses. The Peary Arctic 
club is caring largely for the refitting 
of the ship, and it issued an appeal 
for^contributions from the people of 
the country so that a total of $100,000 
may he raised. The club feels, as does 
Peary himself, that the people should 
share In the next expedition.

over which he made the trip in 1852, 
with a typical prairie schooner of the 
old days, drawn by a team of oxen, 
arrived in the 
city Sunday 
night, 


coming by train 
from Pataskala, 


where his assistant went into camp 
with the outfit, which will arrive in 
Newark Monday evening, Early Mon- 
day morning Mr. Meeker called on 
Mayor McCleery who gave him 
the 


freedom of the city, 
and when his 


team arrives in the city tonight he 
will speak at-tfap corner of Third and 
W. Main streets, or Third and -Church 
streets. 
"Farmer" Meeker 
as 
he 


calls himself, left Tacoma, Wash., oa 
January 29, 1906, and has traveled 
2800 miles at the rate of 15 to 20 
miles a day . 


He follows the old 
Oregan trail, 


but declares it is not what it was 
when he traversed it in his younger 
•jays. 
The trail 
branches 
off into 


asphalt streets, lined with mansions; 
in turn its becomes a country road 
and then again a main thoroughfare, 
and Farmer Meeker says that he has 
some difficulty in following it with 
his ox team, but up to date he hes 
not gone astray. 


"T am -making the trip because I 


think the old road should he memor- 
ialized. 
I am going to Washington 


wirh my team and will try to get the 
proper authorities to agitate a move- 
ment to have the 
trail relaid as a 


concrete road reaching from the Mis- 
sissippi to the Pacific coast," said the 
aged traveler. "I went to the state 
of. Washington from Indianapolis in 
1852. I followed the Oregon trail in 
an ox cart like the present one T am 
traveling -with. 
On the way bark T 


have met a few friends whom I had 
known before I went west, but not 
many. They say I am 75 years old 
I say I am 75 jears young." 


Mr. Meeker, in his talk 
tonight, 


will give the story of the old Oregon 
trail and of his life. It will be well 
worth hearing.

I never was so fully con- 


scious of this fact as when the ques- 
tion arose which had become intensely 
acute in the Philippine Islands in re- 
gard to the continued ownership of a 
large body of agricultural lands by 
certain religious orders of the Roman 
Catholic ^church. By circumstances 
not really connected with religious 
conditions at all, but growing out of 
political conditions, the Catholic peo- 
ple of the island had been aroused to 
bitter hostility against ownership of 
these lands by the religious orders, 
and with the restoration of peace and 
the resort to the courts (to which the 
orders would have been entitled) for 
the collection of rents or the eviction 
of 60,000 tenants, the prospect of a 
new insurrection was immediate, and 
the solution which offered itself was 
that the government should buy these 
lands from the friars and then sell 


em on easy terms to the present 


tenants. In drder to bring this about, 
however, it was necessary to secure 
the consent of the head of the Roman 
Catholic church, and it was thought 
wise, therefore, to send a represen- 
tative to Rome to confer with Leo 
XIII upon this question, in order, if 
possible, to bring about a friendly 
and amicable solution. But it was 
seriously objected that the Protestant 
denominations of the country would 
resent deeply the establishment even 
temporarily -what seemed to be diplo- 
matic relations with a church. Finally 
the president, after consulting repre- 
sentatives of the leading Protestant 
denominations, counted upon the good 
sense and the religious ^ tolerance of 
the people of the United States, and 
concluded to follow the ordinary busi- 
ness principle that when one wishes 
to accomplish a result, he should deal 
directly with the person having the 
power effectually to agree upon the 
result desired, and a representative 
was sent. The business, af'^r much 
negotiation both at Rome and at Ma- 
nila, was finally concluded, and no 
persons were more considerate of the 
difficulties rrcccr.tcd cr.d sympathetic 
with the policy adopted to meet them 
>y the president, than the Protestant 
denominations whose opposition had 
>eon feared. I venture to think that 


years a?o such a result would not 


lave followed, and that the motives 
of the government and of the presi- 
dent would have been misunderstood 
or misconstrued. I regard that as one 
striking instance of the greater broth- 
erhood that now exist? between the 
freat Christian denominations — a

"Elihu Root, secretary of state, 


has ceased to be the chief adviser and 
closest official 
friend 
of President 


Roosevelt, and it is clearly apparent 
that he will not hereafter be promi- 
nent in shaping national policies. 
When Mr. Root became Secretaryiof 
State he became virtually the entire 
cabinet. 
His opinion was asked oa 


every question that arose. At cabinet 
meetings he was always requested to 
give judgment on matters brought 
forward by any of his associates. 
Naturally this was not pleasing to the 
other members. Now, however, Sec- 
retaries Taft and Cortelyou are tho 
President's advisers. Mr. Root is ig- 
nored, 


"The personal 
relations between 


the President and Mr. Root are not 
now intimate and confidential. 
The

Columbus, April 29—No 
matter 


how earnestly Secretary Taft may 
have maintained that his visit to Ohio 
this week had nothing to do with poll- 
tics and that he would not talk -poli- 
tics during the visit, he was scarcely 
landed in Cincinnati when he found 
himself in the midst of a strenuous 
political situation, and he also found 
it necessary to do some political talk- 
ing, though not publicly. Senator 
Foraker's recent return to Ohio gave 
him undisputed center of the stage 
for a few dajs and his friends flockea 
to Canton, Columbus and Cincinnati 
to confer with him on "the outlook." 
Even so Mr. Taft's return caused the 
political spotlight to be trained on 
him, and the Taft forces assembled at 
Cincinnati to "talk it over." 


Instead of going to the Jamestown 


exposition with the rest of Ohio's offi- 
cial party, as previously intended, Ar- 
thur I. Vorys, state superintendent of 
Insurance and chairman of record for 
the Taft campaign in Ohio, went to 
Cincinnati to marshal the forces and 
confer with the war secretary as to 
future plans. Mr. Vorys had not seen 
Secretary Taft since he was selected 
to act as chairman until they met-at 
Cincinnati, and te mafle the best of 
the opportunity to put himself in per- 
sonal touch with his chief. 


Secretary Taft's advisers are trying 


to persuade him to abandon his pro- 
posed trip to the Philippines in Sep- 
tember, and to remain somewhere 
within reach, at Washington if he will 
not come to Ohio fc-V the hustings, for 
advice and counsel as the campaign 
progresses. Secretary Taft is averse 
to giving up his Philippine trip, and 
the matter is not finally determined. 
Unless the contest should get pretty 
warm by September "he probably will 
make the trip, and let politics go over 
until his return, entrusting his inter- 
ests meanwhile to local managers.

Acting under 
the advice of t^eir attorney, Backus 
and Millstead insisted that the fees in 
state cases were theirs; that as mayor 
and chief of police, council could fix 
their salary, but that in state cases the 
compensation must be paid by the 
state or county.

By 
a divided vqfe the supreme court sus 
tained the claim of Millstead and 
Backus, and declared that they are 
entitled to fees in state cases.

A great 
deal of the work in the way of exca- 
vation, building the foundation, mak- 
ing the brick that go into the walls, 
the plumbing and the electric wiring 
will be done by the boys. The limit 
of cost fixed by appropriation of the 
recent legislature is $20,000".

The population of the Ohio reform 


school is 1,050 boys, of which 130 are 
colored. On the subject of the in- 
crease in population, Captain C. B. 
Adams, superintendent of the school 
since 1902, said: "There has been a 
constant increase in the number of 
boys right along for the past few 
years. I think this- is* due to the 
growth of the large cities, from which 
the boys come, and especially the 
large foreign population in these 
cities. Another thing that adds to the 
population is the operation of the 
juvenile court, for never before have 
the delinquent boys been so closely 
looked after as now. We are in con- 
stant touch with these courts, and the 
probate judges, where such courts ex- 
ist, keep a line on the boys in their 
counties who have been released on 
parole or who have been discharged, 
until they reach the age of 21 years. 
The boys out on parole or who have 
been discharged are registered at the 
office of the probate judge, and we 
know where every one of_them is lo- 
cated and what he is doing. We not 
only look after the boy to see that he 
keeps straight, bu^ positions are found 
for him, and we see to it that he has 
a chance In the world. Within the 
past year 25 boys were discharged 
from the school, and are in good posi- 
tions in the railway and commercial 
telegraph service." 
* • •

Chicago, April 29. — Relations Be- 


tween employer and employes were 
never so harmonious in Chicago as 
now. Heretofore May i always wit- 
nessed some sort of struggle between 
labor unions and employers in Chi- 
cago, but this year there is scarcely 
a cloud on the industrial horizon. 
Every union in the building industry 
except structural iron workers re- 
newed contracts with employers, and 
the iron workers expect to reach a 
settlement without a strike. Machin- 
ists demanded an increase of 25 cents 
a day in wages, but the indications 
are that there will be practically no 
trouble in putting the new schedule 
into effect. Most of the larger firms 
in the city have signified a willingness 
to grant the increase, and if any 
strikes are called Maj l they will be 
confined to individual firms. Agree- 
ments covering all the woodworkers 
mills and factories have been entered 
into, so that there will be no trouble 
in that line of industry, while the 
brickmakers are holding conferences 
with employers and will undoubtedly 
reach a settlement. Most of the unions 
of teamsters are working under agree- 
ments, and little trouble is expected in 
that direction. 


In New York. 


New York, April 29.—The opening 


of the out-of-door construction season 
finds New York, both city and state 
without apprehension of serious labor 
troubles. In the building trades espe 
cially prosperous and reassuring con 
ditions prevail. There is a large and 
well-met demand for botli skilled and 
unskilled labor, due to the extensive 
private construction projects now un- 
der way, and the tunnels, railway ter- 
minals and other undertakings of a 
public or quasi-public nature. 
This 


contentment is generally reflected iu 
the manufacturing and industrial cen- 
ters, and beyond a lew localized and 
sporadic strikes the labor situation is 
brighter than for many years. 


In Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, April 29.—May day, 


according to present indications, will 
pass in this city wi$ little friction 
between .,w.orknien -iftnd 
employers* 


With few exceptions uthe agreements 
under which the union men are work- 
ii.g are acceptable. At a meeting of 
the Central Labor union it was said 
there would be few labor troubles. 
The small unions in building trades 
secured all the concessions aaked for, 
end the carpenters and the painters 
have but slight differences. 


In Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg, April 29.—May Day here 


is expected to pass off with fewer 
labor disputes than in previous years. 
Heretofore considerable difficulty was 
experienced between workmen and 
building trades, but this year scales 
are signed and the men are apparent- 
ly satisfied. Except the demands of 
machinists, it is believed all the wage 
scales will be amicably adjusted. The 
machinists are sinking for an increase 
of wages and shorter hours. 


In -St. Louis. 


St. Louis, April 29.—Employers and 


labor leaders of St. Louis and the 
southwest report labor cpnditions bet- 
ter for May 1 this year than for many 
years. Practically all wage scales in 
St. Louis and the surrounding terri- 
tory for 200 miles are signed. In St. 
Louis alone this includes 120,000 
union men. The unions allied with 
the building trades council here are all 
signed for the year except a very few 
men employed in small shops. There 
are about 40,000 men in these unions. 
Other branches of trade show a simi- 
larly good condition. 


In Boston. 


Boston, April 29.—According to offi- 


cers of workingmens organizations 
the industrial situation in New Eng- 
land for May 1 will be marked by 
fewer contentions between capital and 
labor than for many years. In the 
building trades several small strikes 
are threatened in a number of cities, 
but in Boston there promises to be 
little suspension of work. 


In San Francisco. 


San Francisco, April 29.—The ap- 


proach of May 1 finds San Francisco 
facing serious labor troubles. Eleven 
unions, including every branch of the 
metal trades, called meetings to be 
held between now and Tuesday a?ght 
to consider the refusal of employers 
to grant an eight-hour day with nine- 
hours' pay. A vote on a proposition 
to strike will he taken. About 10,000 
men are involved. The streetcar men 
called a mass meeting for Tuesday 
and will act on the refusal of the Unit- 
ed Railroads to grant an eight-hour 
day and higher wages. If a strike 
should be voted the entire streetcar 
traffic of the city will be paralyzed. 


. In Salt Lake City. - 


Salt Lake City, April 29—A strike 


was declared on the streetcar lines of 
tho Utah Light and Railway company, 
450 men 
walkin? out. 
Xumerous 


scenes of disorder followed the efforts 
of the company to operate a few oars 
with nonunion crews, and all efforts to 
maintain -.ervice were abandoned.

Bis tank f-rins 
owned by the Biic"j:eye Pipe-line com- 
pany were turned over to the Ohio Oil 
company, and according to the trans- 
fer papers a large consideration v. as 
involved. Attorney General Ellis ia 
endeavoring to oust these three con- 
ceins from the privileges of their 
charters.

lot say something on the subject ot 
the scope of its operations \vlthin my 
Official cognizance. I had to put my- 
self 7,000 miles from home to really 
know the power for good this associa- 
tion exerts." 


The association's work among rail- 


road men was favorably discussed, 
after which Mr. Tdft spoke of author- 
ty given by congress to the secretary 
of war to grant poi mission to the Y. 
M. C. A. to maintain on all military 
reservations such buildings as its 
work for the Demotion of intellectual, 
physical and ntora! welfare of the gar- 
risons might require. He declared that 
nowhere is the opportunity for useful- 
ness of the Y. M. C. A. greater than 
among Americans in the Philippines, 
Porto Rica, Cuba and on the isthmus 
of Panama. He pointed out that even 
staid and upright men of goou habits 
at home often yielded when in the 
tropics to the temptation to drink and 
otherwise dissipate. This was due in 
a measure, he thought, to the fact 
that there were few places of amuse- 
ment, the libraries are insufficient and 
home surroundings lacking. "Nothing 
contributes more,," ne said, to support 
the views of opponents in our plans of 
progress than the presence in Manila 
and other cities and towns of disso- 
lute Americans, T\ hose example is any- 
thing but edifying, and forms an ob- 
ject lesson to enforce the claim made 
by our opponents that there is nothing 
of value in American civilization for 
them to follow. (Their people are gen- 
erally a temperate people, as most 
tropical peoplestrare, while northern 
peoples in the tropics are not infre- 
quently given to intemperance. Now 
the way to avoid this is to furnish a 
place in which the leisure hours of 
Americans in these dependencies can 
be passed in" rational, inviting and 
moral pursuits and entertainments. 
The Young Men's Christian association 
is one of the most effective instru- 
ments to this end that we have." 


Co-operation between the govern- 


ment and Y. M. C. A. at Panama was 
dwelt on at length. He told how the 
canal commission constructed foul 
club houses, one each at Culebra, Em- 
pire, Gorgiana and Cristobal all alike 
in design. The buildings 
contain 


writing, card and billiard rooms, bowl- 
ing alleys, gymnasiums and shower 
baths. A comprehensive plan has been 
devised 
whereby the 
commission, 


working in conjunction with the Y. 
M. C. A., will manage these and other 
similar buildings in labor centers. The 
commission has appointed as secretary 
of these four club houses four men 
who are identified with the Y. M. C. A. 
The commission has also appointed as 
superintendent of club houses a man 
who went to the isthmus as a repre- 
sentative of the international commit- 
tee of the Y. M. C. A. The commission 
pajs the salary of these men, fur- 
nishes them houses and will give them 
labraries. 
"Some question," he said, 


"has been raised as to whether the 
expenditure of this money -nas within 
the authority of the commission, 
haien't the slightest doubt about it. 
The authority of the president in the 
construction cf the canal is to build 
the canal, and he has therefore the 
right to expend the monej in any way 
necessary in the pursuance of that 
purpose. This is a great enterprise, 
involving the moving to this strip 
which connects the two oceans in the 
far distant tropics of a colony of from 
30.000 to 50,000 people. To render 
them efficient for the purpose for 
which they are transported there, it is 
absolutely necessary that they be sur- 
rounded with the influence and fur- 
nished with the attractions to keep in 
a moral and physical state of mind 
•tthich will make them efficient labor- 
ers, to the end which the government 
has in view in expending these mil- 
lions. And I have not hesitated, there- 
fore, not only to authorize the con 
strtictiGH of tuCsc c.ub houses under 
the auspices of the Y. M. C. A, but 
also to confirm the action of the com- 
mission iu the payment of chaplains 
of different denominations who 
offi- 


ciate in the church services held in 
the buildings of the association in the 
vanor-s labor centers across the isth- 
mus. 
For these reasons have 1 come 


•to bear testimony to the greatest of 
the associations whose strength and 
influence this building will tjpify. 
It 


is only one of many evidences to be 
found all over this country, and far 
distant Philippines, on tho isthmus of 
Panama, in Cuba and in Porto Rico, 
of the great work which the associa- 
tion is doing in the moral elevation of 
American manhood."

Moore 


were kept busy all dav issuing orders 
right and left in their endeavors to 
handle the crowd, which was done 
without a hitch or accident 
of any 


kind. 
During the greater 
part of 


rhe day cars, and double headers at 
that, were run every 30 minutes. 


All the attractions 
of 
the park 


were at the disposal of the big crowd 
which is estimated to be in the neigh- 
borhood of 3500 to 4000 people, and 
all enjoyed themselves to the utmost. 
The balloon man was there and made 
a fine ascension about 4:30 o'clock 
The dance hall was thrown o-pen and 
dancing was engaged in until a late 
hour at night, splendid music being 
furnished.
